With Horace Russell, well-known 
lawyer and president of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, urging the 
abolition of the present ward system 
of electing members of city council, 
two additional aldermen Sunday 
voiced their hearty approval of the 
city-wide voting proposal which has 
been advanced by Councilman Joe 
Berman and which will be passed 
upon by the democratic executive com- 
mittee for the borough of Atlanta 
some time this week. 

Both Alderman Robert F. Penning- 
ton and Claude Ashley stated that 
the people of Atlanta would be bet- 
ter satisfied with their government 
under the proposed conditions and that 
rivalries and jealousies among differ- 
ent sections of the city would be elim- 
inated if all members pf council were 
voted upon by the entire electorate of 
the city, 

Philip H. Alston, another promi- 
nent Atlanta attorney, and Mr. Rus- 
sell's predecessor as president of the 
»Chamber of Commerce, indorsed some 
change in the present form of govern- 
ment under which Atlanta is ruled. 

“T have a fixed idea that we should 
get away from the present form of 
government and favor either a com- 
mission or some other form, Under 
our present form of selecting public 
officials we might get an honest gov- 
ernment but we would never get an 


we might get away from the evils of 
ward polftics by a change.” » 
Universal Suffrage. 
“T have always been of the opinion 


that members of council who repre- 
sent me should be voted on by me,” 
Mr. Russell said. “We are entitled 
to universal suffrage, for one thing, 
and for another we need to abolish 
the ward system which causes one 
man to undertake to serve one ward 
instead of the whole city. The. big 
evil of the ward system, as I see it, 
is the political trading which goeg on 
between members. One member will 
ask for something for his ward and 
go to another to support his project 
with a promise that he will ‘return 
the favor.’ That is bad for Atlanta.” 

Alderman J. Charles Murphy said 
that he had not made up his mind 
about the proposal of Councilman Ber- 
man and for that reason had nothing 
to say about it at this time. 

“I cant see any objection to the 
proposition,” Alderman Ashley said. 
“I wish there were no ward lines in 
Atlanta. F would like to see them 
wiped out and I would also like to 
see this business of ‘swapping votes’ 
eliminated. Atlanta is Atlanta, as a 
whole, and the jealousies between one 
side of the city and another ought to 
be removed for the good of the entire 


city.” 
More Satisfaction Seen. 
Alderman Pennington pointed out 
that the election of councilmen is 
citywide in the general election and 


be so in the primary. 

“I do not know how it would re- 
sult from the standpoint of eliminat- 
ing the so-called evils of ward poli- 
tics,” he said, “but I am convinced 
that a majority of the people of At- 
lanta would be better satisfied with 
their government if they were allowed 
to vote on all the officials.” 

Chairman J. P. Wall, of the demo- 
cratic executive committee for the city, 
has announced that he will call a 
special meeting of the committee dur- 
ing the week to pass upon the Ber- 
man proposal and also to set ma- 
chinery in motion for the borough pri- 
mary to be held, probably, in Sep- 
tember.

FEDERAL SURVEY 
REVEALS GAINS 
INU. S. BUSINESS 


‘Retarding Factors Grad- 
ually Overcome Since 
Last Fall,’ Julius Barnes 
Declares. 


WASHINGTON, March 23.—(/)— 
An estimate of the state of American 
business, nationwide in scope and ex- 
pressed in detailed figures of produc- 
tion and distribution of commodities, 
was made public today by Julius H. 
Barnes, chairman of President Hoo- 
ver’s business survey conference. 

Expressly submitted without conclu- 
sions, the statement nevertheless said 
that “some early retarding factors, 
partly psychological, appear to. have 
been gradually overcome,” and sketch- 
ed a state of trade and co@mnierce 
with both good and bad points. 

“Comprehensive and detailed _re- 
ports obtained by the national busi- 
ness survey conference from virtually 
every important line of business and 
industry in the United States make it 
possible to draw a fairly accurate 
picture of the business situation as it 
now is, four months after last fall’s 
security decline,’ Chairman Barnes 
said. 

“These reports come largely from 
trade association sources, and are 
transmitted in the main through men 
who are familiar by long experience 
with the significance of trends and 
factors in their own lines of business. 

“The reports are received at a time 
when we have passed through a suf- 
ficient portion of the year 1930 to 
make possible some formulation of 
reasonable expectations. Current con- 
ditions would seem to govern the 


| i h . 
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Comparisons. 

“Tn many instances the reports deal 
with existing conditions as compared 
with the end of the year 1929. They 
also show to a considerable extent 
conditions as contrasted with a year 
ago, and some of them provide data 
for a range of years. They indicate 
both strong and weak spots, and show 
clearly the inter-relation of all indus- 


ry. 

tome early retarding factors, part- 
‘ly psychological, appear to have been 
gradually overcome. z ; 

“The reports from the various indus- 
tries indicate that the importance laid 
upon construction as an influence in 
restoring industrial balance has not 
been over-emphasized. They show that 
for a revival of construction in its 
manifold forms a first requirement 1s 
adequate and reasonably priced credit. 

“Without presuming to draw con- 
clusions we submit the essentials of 
the reports for the information of 
businessmen. 

“Since finance is of such importapce 
we summarize its various reports first: 

“January and February bond issues 
were 33 per cent larger than the same 
period last year. Bond prices former- 
ly tending downward have turned up- 
ward in these last few weeks. Inter- 
est rates on standard issues continue 
lower than a year ago with indications 
of further softening. The general out- 
look in the investment field is favor- 
able, although bankers continue warn- 
ings against artificial stimulation. 

Rates Decline. 

“Customers’ rates at their banks 
have shown a declining tendency. In 
addition, acceptance rates, call rates 
and time money rates have all de- 
clined and are now substantially lower 
than last year, some rates marking the 
low points for several years. There is 
evidence that the general easing of 
bank credits is reaching the smaller 
centers. After downward tendency 
for some months, total bank loans are 
increasing, showing funds going into 
use. 

“Excluding New York city with its 
farge security transactions, this indi- 
cator of business turnover is now 
slightly less than the weekly average 
of last year and slightly greater than 
the first quarter of 1928, with the 
seasonal decline this year less than 
the seasonal decline last year.

WASHINGTON, March 23.—A 
flourish of debate that will be re- 
echoed from the stump in this fall’s 
congressional elections will precede 
passage by the senategof the highest 
tariff bill in the country’s history, 
which is set for tomorrow. 

Nothing remains before passage by 
the senate, which has struggled with 
the controversial measure for nearly 
seven months, but this postmortem de-

try; that favored industries, already 
prosperous will be more prosperous; 
that the consumer will pay more for 
what he buys and will receive less 
for the products of his labor.

Liners Are Saved. 


HOBOKEN, N. J., March 23.—() 
Hoboken’s worst fire since 1900 was 
believed under control tonight after 
causing damage along the waterfront 
variously estimated between $3,500,000 
and $4,000,000. : 

Piers 15 and 16 of the Lamport and 
Holt line were destroyed, as were more 
than 400 automobiles, crated and 
awaiting consignment, Five pier shan- 
ties were razed. 

The fire broke out about 10 o’clock 
last night. 

Two New York fire boats continued 
on duty tonight, playing streams of 
water on the wreckage to prevent 
spread of the fire. Pine timber which 
forms the flooring for the pier sid- 
ings, covered with concrete, _ still 
smouldered. Danger of the flames 
reaching other piers passed but fire- 
men expected to stay at the scene 
through the night to check the small 
but menacing timber blazes. 

Five vessels of the Lamport and 
Holt line, the 21,000-ton liner Vol- 
taire, the Cid, the Strabo, the Bruyere 
and the Bernini, were towed to safety 
in the middle of the river by fireboats. 
The freighter Cid, loaded with a cargo 
of oil, caused grave fears at first that 
if flames reached her there would be 
an explosion that would precipitate 
an uncontrollable conflagration. 

The fire started in a pile of oil and 
rags about 200 feet behind Pier 16. 
A» brisk wind Carried the flames to 
this pier along afloat bridge, which 
is used by flozts to put freight cars 
ashore. From the float bridge the 
flames spread downward, attacking the 
wooden underpinning. 

Pier 16, a wooden structure about 
500 feet long, was destroyed within a 
few hours ‘after the fire broke out. 
Spreading by means of a heavy layer 
of oil on the water, the flames then 
attacked the wooden underpinning of 
Pier 15 and spread along 1,000 feet 
of bulkhead under the steel structure. 

Firemen concentrated their efforts 
on breaking through the T-inch con- 
crete flooring which separated them 
from the blazing foundation of Pier 
15. With hydraulic rams and elec- 
trie drills they managed to get at the 
burning timbers in some places with 
streams of water. The constant dan- 
ger that the concrete plaza would col- 
lapse, however, necessitated extreme 
caution on the part of the 
fighters.

Officers Continue Efforts To 
Recover Body From 
River. 


MORRILLTON, Ark., March 23.— 
(P)—While two young men were held 
in jail as suspects in the alleged slay- 
ing of Samuel T. Hollowell, 36, Little 
Rock salesman, officers today’ con- 
tinued unsuccessful efforts to recov- 
er Hollowell’s body from the Arkansas 
river and to capture a third man im- 
plicated in the affair. 

John Davis, 19, and Carl Chalk, 
arrested last night, were held in jail 
and search was being made for Wor- 
rel Gist. named by Davis as being 
one of the trio that killed the sales- 
man and then threw his body into the 
river after drinking a quantity of 
liquor. 

Hollowell disappeared from his home 
last Monduy. His automobile was 
found later near the spot where Davis 
said the body was thrown into the riv- 
er Monday night. Before the auto- 
mobile was found, relatives in Little 
Rock had notified police they feared 
Hollowell had met with foul play. 

Prosecuting Attorney Audrey Strait 
said tonight Chalk apparently had 
proved an alibi by saying he was 
at. his home the night of the sup- 
posed murder. A hasty check of his 
movements corroborated this, the 
prosecuting attorney said. , 

Chalk and Gist, the latter not yet 
apprehended, were implicated in the 
affair by Davis, who told officers 
a story of a trip to buy liquor that 
ended in a shooting with no appar- 
ent motive. He said one of the 
two other men shot Hollowell, but 
officers would not say which one 
of the pair he accused. 

Davis told officers, they said, that 
he and the other two accompanied 
Hollowell in his car to a place near 
Morrilton, where they bought and 
drank some whisky. After driving 
around for a while, he was quoted 
as saying, one of the other men shot 
Hollowell in the back. He did not 
reveal a motive for the shooting. 

Then, Davis was quoted as say- 
ing, the trio decided to dispose of 
the body by throwing it in the river. 
This was done, he said, after tying 
it to a part of a railroad rail. 

The prosecuting attorney said the 
river would be dragged again to- 
morrow and that questioning of the 
men held would continue.

“Milk,” he continued, “plays such 
an important part in the daily health 
of every family that the best obtain- 
able is not too good and especially is 
this so for sick people, children and

TROY MOBLEY LEADS

COVINGTON, Ga., March 23.—

been informed by the Georgia State 
College of Agriculture at Athens that 
Troy Mobley, who lives near Cov- 
ington, was the high man for Newton 
county in the five-acre contest. » 

Mr. Mobley produced 694 pounds 
of lint cotton per acre. He used 720 
pounds of Fowler’s 8-4-4 fertilizer per 
acre and 70 pounds of nitrate of soda 
per acre as a top dressing just as soon 
aS the cotton was thinned out. 

The fertilizer cost $13.26 per acre 
and after all costs of production, in- 
cluding fertilizer, cultivating, picking 
and hauling to the gin and market, 
this field of cotton made a profit of 
$66.12 per acre. 

Mr. Mobley also gets. in addition 
to the above profit, the $25 prize of- 
fered by E. W. Fowler, local fer- 
tilizer manufacturer, for the man who 
made the most cotton per acre in the 
five-acre contest using his fertilizer.

To see him out there advancing and retreating from the bag, 
tagging back instinctively with darting foot, one could well 
imagine he was looking at the boy of 1919, who helped Chick 
Galloway and Jimmy Dykes and the others win a flag for old 
Charley Frank. 
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ARM NOT READY YET. 

Ivy is not in condition yet. His arm has been giving him 
trouble. He is throwing with an underhand motion to save it 
and let it get strong before bearing down. 

But he is hitting hard, fielding smoothly and running 

as fast as he ever did at the old ball park. 

Griffin is starting a battle with Dick Burrus for the job under 
a handicap. Burrus is already in great shape and looking bet- 
ter than ever. If the man who has come back to Atlanta after 
11 years win the place, he must do a phenomenal turn of con- 
ditioning himself. 

Only in talking with Ivy Griffin and studying his face closely 
can one observe traces of his 11 campaigns in big time base- 
ball. 


The wrinkles at the corners of his eyes are deep 
from squinting at blinding curve balls and facing the 
sun to take throws from the catcher.

Congress now has before it the ques- 
tion of bank mergers, branch banks, 
Under the federal banking act a 
national bank cannot have a branch 
bank in this country outside of its 
own city.

John Snook, Former Warden 
of Atlanta Prison, Will 
Make Address. 


RICHMOND, Va., March 23.—() 
Three-score delegates from 11 states 
tomorrow will discuss the problem of 
keeping institution inmates at work 
producing commodities that can be 
marketed under the new Cooper- 
Hawes bill, toe become effective in 
1934, at the opening of the two-day 
eastern-southern conference on state 
institutional labor. 

The meeting called by prison and 
public welfare officials of Virginia, 
will be attended by representatives 
from New Jersey, Pennsylvania, Dela- 
ware, Virginia, West Virginia, North 
Carolina, South Carolina, Tennessee, 
Florida, Alabama, Kentucky and 
Maryland, R. S. Humphries, represent- 
ing the national committee on prisons 
and labor, announced. 

Governor John Garland Pollard will 
welcome the state institution authori- 
ties tomorrow morning at the open- 
ing of the conference, which is to con- 
tinue through Tuesday. 

Besides discussion of the Cooper- 
Hawes bill, enabling states to pass 
laws regulating the sale of jnstitution- 
al products made in other states, other 
topics scheduled for consideration will 
include convict labor on roads, and 
the practicability of interchanging in- 
stitution-made commodities between 
states.
